Mother, friends say Loper 
fell through system’s cracks 

Views of justice 
system workers 
differ from family

TWIN FALLS - Charlie Loper Jr. had 
been in trouble before. 

That doesnit make his death any easier 
for his mother. 

“I don’t know what I’m going to do 
with him gone,” Ginnie Cooprtf said, "h 
• leaves me not knowing anything. Tliere 
are so many things unansivcred." 

A jury will investigate Loper’s death 
. during a coroner’s inquest starting today. 
It is expected to run ilirougli Thursday. 

Loper was shot in thq head Nov. 1 as 
he and nvo other teen-agers ran from a 
house outside Twin Falls, according to 
TNvin Falls County Sheriffs Department 
reports. The owner of the house, Glenn 
Sclu-oedcr, 51, came upon the nio as they 
were burglarizing his house, and 
exchanged gunfire with them, the report 
said. 

Loper died in the hospital. two days

head. The .22-caliber bullet didn’t quite- 
come through the from of his head. 

But some say Loper was both a trou- 
bled teen-ager and a victim. 

Gail arid Dave Peterson of Ttvin Falls, 
victims of Loper’s previous crimes, say 
Loper wasn’t a bad person, just a follow- 
er who committed crimes, did dumb 
- things and fell through the cracks in the 
juvenile justice ^tem. 

Police and justice-system Tvorkers have 
a differing view. They say Loper was a 


habitual offender whose mother often 
covered for him. 

Glnnle Cooper’s viewpoint 

Cooper, ’36, admits that as n mother, 
•sbe’s going to see the best side of Loper. ' 
Cooper declined to lulk uboui Leper's 
long record of run-ins wiih the law, but 
slie said she knew a loving ami empaihei- 
ic side Leper's record doesn't reflect. 

She saw that in the crowd,s of people 
who visited him as he lay wounded in 
intensive care at Magic Valley Regional 
Medical Center, tlie full liouse at the 
mortuary where service.s were held, and 
the larger crowd that turned out for the 
graveside .services Nov. 8. 

“The friends Charlie hat) were unbe- 
lievable. They made me feel closer to 
Charlie. It felt good, it was like we had 
sometiting in common," Cooper stiid. 

"He made you feel good; no matter 
what mood you were in," said Harmony 
Andersen, 16, who lives across the street 
from Cooper’s house and spent a lot of 
time with Loper in the last several 
months. 

Reports of the shooting bothered 
• Cooper. Loper was shot in the back of 
the head, she said, indicating he was run- 
ning away from Schroeder when he was

Stennett: 
Privatize 
liquor sales 

Senator believes 
move would solve 
woes of operations

KETCHUM - With the state'.s liquor 
dispensary on the rocks. Sen. Clint 
Stennett of Ketchum asks what seems, to 
him. a reasonable que.stion. 

Why not privatize the entire indiistty? 

The state runs -16 stores, employs 2-tO 
workers, and sells about 500.000 cases, 
or roughly 6 million bottles of hard 
liquor a year - including (an. vodka am! 
whiskey. It contracts with 100 private 
stores ID sell liquor for a commission, 
and generated S16.9 million this year for 
the state's community colleges and local 
governments. 

Stennett. the Senate’s minority caucus 
chairman, has unearthed a 1985 bill to 
privatize the industry. 

“There's been a lot of problems." he 
said. "You ju.st read altoui the strife ami 
the things that are going on at the 
administrative level. Tlicy’re alw.ay.s ask- 
ing for a new appropriation to build a 
new liquor warchou.se. It just becomes a 
philosophical quc.stion of whether tlie 
state oiiglu to be in the business." 

Privatizing could mean siorcs could 
sell alcohol on Sundays and holidays, 
and expand on the 11 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
hours the state nllow.s, Stennetl said. 

As well, the state would have fewer 
employees on its pajToll and fewer peiv 
sions to fund. It could mean an end to 
the management problems that have 
plagued Ihc liquor dispcnsaiy for the - 
past few years, alihougli tlie dispensai’>' 
has a new director. 

But the bill would face opposition, he 
said, from lawmakers who like the sys 
tern and lawmakers who for religious 
reasons oppose alcoholic consumption.

“I don’t think it would get out 
of committee,” said Sen. Hal 
Bunderson, R-Meridian, a retired 
accountant who has closely stud- 
ied privatization. 

A mix of conservative free mar- 
ket advocates and liberal factions 
might like such a proposal, but 
they would immediately run into 
snags, he said. 

For one thing, tiuning it over tb 
private hands could mean more 
drinking, more drunken driving, 
and more burdens on law 
enforcement. Bunderson said. It 
also would violate the state 
Constitution. 

The state constitution reads in 
part: “The first concern of all 
good government is the virtue 


and sobriety of the people, and 
the purity of the home. The legis- 
lature should further ail 'vise and 
well directed efforts for the pro- 
motion of temperence and moral- 
ity.” 

“Government should stay out 
of the lives of individuals, but it 
should protect its citizens from 
the abuses that could occur,” 
Bunderson said. 

Legislators also would have to 
alter liquor, svine and beer taxes 
to make them more equitable. 
Currently, hard liquor returns 
much more to the state ftian the 
S3 million that wine and beer 
return, Bunderson said. The beer 
and wine lobby would likely 
protest larger taxes. 

He accused Stennett of playing 


politics by singling otic a hot issue 
- as with the nuclear waste 
debate - to draw attention to the 

strug^ng Democratic party- 

His comments angered 
Stennett. 

“I take a real offense to that," 
he said. “Is everything! try to 
push in the future going to be 
tied back to playing politics? Are 
property tax reform measures 
going to be ‘playing politics?’ ... I 
don't think there’s any votes- to 
be gained or lost by doing this. It 
just makes practical business 
sense.” 

Gov. Phil Batt was reticent on 
the issue, but said he was willing 
to talk about it. 

‘Tm certainly not advocating it 
at this point," he said, through 


spokeOTah Frank Lockwood. 

Some private contractors who 
pick up liquor shipments from 
state liquor stores and turn over 
the revenue to (he state would 
welcome the chance to expand 
their trade. 

“I think that our laws in Idaho 
. - as far as not being able to buy 
liquor on Sundays, or in bars on 
Sunday - I think we’re kind of 
behind the times,” said contrac- 
tor Joe Cosinteno of Hollister. 
“It’s like if you want to go get 
drunk, you can buy wine, you can 
buy beer, and you can get just as 
drunk as if you went down and 
bought whiskey.” 

Eighteen states have controlled 
liquor sales, and none have priva- 
tized since the end of prohibition. 


■ said Liquor Dispensarj-Super— 
visor D>-ke Nally. 

Privatization would only serve 
to drive up the price of hard 
liquor, Nally saii 
Private vendors would profit, 
and the state would likely tax the 
liquor to make up for the loss of 
its share of profit. A S3 tax jwr 
750 milliliter bottle would raise 
rouglily S18 million a year. Now, 
the state takes S4.S6 per bottle. 

Mark Williams, owner, of the 
Williams Markets in Twin Falls, 
Filer and Ketchum, said he could 
make a nice profit without neces- 
sarily raising the price. 

“If we could sell liquor in our 
Ketchum stores, my goodness, 
what a draw," he said. “History 
shows us that the private dtizen 


—can do anything ch ea per and bet: — 
ter than governmenL" 

The downside is the increased 
access underage drinkers would 
have to liquor, Williams said, and 
the possibility of taking money 
from the state. 

Stennett said he is unsure 
whether he will have a proposal 
for the 1997 Legislature, but 
wants to float the idea. 

Bunderson said lawmakers 
sliould consider it carefully. 

“We’ve got the social poHcy 
issues we have to deal with, 
we’ve got the financial issues we 
have to deal with,” be said. “You 
got to have some disciplined 
thinking and not some knee-jerk 
dedsion-inaking.”

In February 1995, Loper and 
three oilier teen-agers .went on a 
crime spree through Twin Falls 
County, three other counties and 
into Nevada. Fueled by drugs and 
alcohol, they stole 13 cars, broke 
into a^ui as many houses, even 


tried to shoot a man who con- 
fronted them. They stole and 
damaged thousands of dollars of 
property. 

Police caught the teen-agers 
after they stole the Petersons’ 
van- from their driveway. Loper 
had driven the van. 

The Petersons went to Loper’s 
preliminary hearing in Twin 
Falls. Their daughter wrote a let- 
ter about how scared she had 
been since the theft. 

During a court break. Loper 
wrote her a note and promised 
not to come back to the house, 
Dave Peterson said. 

“I think that’s when he realized 
he’d screwed up," Gail Peterson 
said.

hc could’ve passed that up,” 
Dave PctcESon agreed. "I think 
•there was a side to Charlie pco: 
pie didn’t know. ... He gave us 
that (tou^) attitude because it 
tvas in juvenile court” 

Loper wrote the Petersons 
from the juvenile facility in 
Nampa, telling them about his 


progress and promising to pay 
them back for damages done to . 
their van. 

Loper got his hi^ scliool equiv- 
alency degree from Boise State 
University, something Cooper 
said he was. quite proud of. The 
Petersons said they sent him 
money to take the test. 

He wrote thank-you notes for 
Uic Christmas gifts the Petersons 
sent: magazines and a prepaid 
phone card. 

The Petersons learned of 
Loper’s shooting from the media. 

“We felt-terrible. We couldn’t 
believe it.” Dave Peterson said. 
“I’d still like to strangle the kid 
for getting hooked up with those 
kids.” 

“We felt bad,” said Gail 
— Petet3oh.-“Out-of-the-four-l>oy6,- 
he was probably the only one 
who had a chance at going on the 
strai^t and narrow.” ’ 

Aftermath 

The Petersons received, their 
first restitution check from Loper 
the (fey after his funeral. 


The Petersons attended 
Loper’s funeral services. They 
say they sympathize svith Loperis 
motlicr. 

“If any of those juvenile hoods 
saw how devastating it was to 
Ginnic and pictured their mom 
there, they wouldn’t do that 
stuff,” Dave Peterson said, 

“I feel she was doing the best 
she could with Charlie,” Gail 
Peterson said. “She was trying to 
work and make a living.” 

The Petersons say the juvenile 
justice system let Loper down. 

“Thai dam Idd. someone would ^ 
go help him! and be pulling him' 
up. Then they would quit, or be 
transferred,” Dave Peterson said.

WASHINGTON- (AP) — 
President Clinton urged the_ 
' ~S^te Tiie^y to embrace a 17- 
year-old treaty barring abuses 
against women, to show commit- 
ment to “the unfinished task of 
extending freedom's rea*^" 

The president made-women's 
issues the focus of his activities 
on International Human Rights 
Day. He met with six women 
activists and pledged to build 
upon a commitment he made ear- 
lier this year for S5 million to sup- 
port women in Bosnia. 

“Today, we dedicate ourselves 
to the unfinished task of extend- 
ing freedom's reach," Clinton 
said. 

“History shows that nations 
where rights arc respected and 
governments are freely chosen 
are more likely to be partners in 
peace and prosperity.” 

Clinton urged the Senate to rat- 
ify the Convention on the Elimi- 
nation of All Forms of Discrimi- 
nation Against Women, a treaty 
approved by the United Nations 
• in 1979. . 

Many other nations have 
approved the measure, Clinton 
noted, and the United States, 
“where we have worked so hard 
to empower women,” has procras- 

Win a suit, 
pay IRS 
income tax 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In a 
decision that cost victimized con- 
sumers-tons-of millions, the - 
Supreme Court ruled Tuesday 
that some punitive-damage 
awards were subject to federal 
-income taxes even before 
Congres's made that clear last 
August. I 

By a 6-3 vote, the court ruled i 
that punitive damages — intend- 
ed to punish and deter wrongdo- 
ing — arc not awarded “on 
account of personal injuries” and 
' therefore arc taxable. 

The decision is a defeat for 
. the family of Bctty O'Gilvie, a 
. Benton, Kan., woman who died 
* of toxic shock syndrome in 1983. 

The ruling also affects con- 
sumers nationwide whose battles 
with the Internal Revenue 
Service over punitive-damage 
awor^ are still pending in lower 
courts. 

But the decision's lasting 
impact was obliterated last 
August when Congress amended 
federal-tax law to remove any 
doubt that such awards are tax- 
able. 

Linda King, a Wichita lawyer 
who represented Mrs. O'Gilvie's 
husband, agreed. “There lends 
not to be a lot of sympathy today 
for someone who <vins this kind 
of award because it had the Iwk 
and feel of a windfall, but it's 
not." 

Awards of compensatory dam- 
ages, aimed at making up for 
financial losses, arc not taxable. 
But federal appeals courts had 
been split on the tax liability for 
punitive-damages aivards.

WASHINGTON (AP) — TV

The plan is being fine tuned, 
broadcasters said, cautioning 
that there may be changes to ihe 
ratings categories and their 
descriptions ^forc a final rat- 
ings system is unveiled next 
week.' 

Short of a major overhaul, chil- 
dren's advocacy groups and oth- 
ers who have opposed this 
approach are not likely to be sat- 
isfied. They contend that the pro- 
posed system is too vague and 
would gis'c parents little help in 
deciding what their children 
should or shouldn't watch.

lege students in need of remediation. 

In Maryland the recent revelation that 
46 percent of 1994 hi^ school graduates 
who entered our public colleges and uni- 
versities needed remediation was rightly 
called “scandalous" by State Board of 
Education President Christopher Cross. 

Think that’s bad? Try Florida’s 60 per- 
cent. 

For these purposes, the usual defini- 
tion of remedial is “not functioning at an 
ei{^tli-gradc level.” Thus it is entirely 
fair for the average cidzch to aSk: “How 
did tlicse kids ever get out of high school, ' 
let alone into college?" Or from a'laxpay- 
cr’s perspective: “How long do wc have 
to keep paying for a job that never seems 
to get done?" 

In striking fashion, these quesnons illu- 
minate the key issues of standards and 
accountability that are at the heart of the 
battle to reform American education. 
They also illustrate the tra&c conflict be* 
tween the principles of equity and excel- 
lence that has haunted our schools for 
over a generation. 

In California, whore the future always 
seems to arrive first, a combination of ex- 
ploding population, financial stress and 
taxpaycr.unrcst has led the state to con- 
• sider eliminating all coUegc;-level remedi- 
al programs. Somewhat plausibly, Gov. 
Pete Wilson has asked: “If students can’t 
' do college-level \vork, why are they in 
college?" 

In Maryland similar questions arc l^g

STOCKHOLM, Sweden (AP) — 
Wislawa Szymborska of Poland 
accepted the 1996 Nobel Prize in 
literature Tuesday with a stand- 
ing ovation at ihc'Stockholm 
Concert Hall. 

Tile Nobel Peace Prize was pre- 
sented to two.East Timorese free; 
dom champions in Oslo, Norway, 
while the other 10 Nobel laure- 
ates accepted their awards from 
King Carl XVI Gustaf in 
Stockholm. 

Indonesia considered the 
peace prize for Jose Horta and 
Carlos Bclo such a slap that it 
■ boycotted the awards ceremony. 
The Nobel prizes carry a S1.12 
million cash award. 

Tlic first to receive their prizes 
in Stockholm were David Lee 
and Robert Richardson, both of 
Cornell University, and Douglas 


Osheroff of Stanford University, 
who shared the physics award. 

Peter Doherty, an Australian

Bliss man sentenced 


to life In sex abuse case 


GOODING - A former Bliss man will s^d 
the rest of his life in prison for sexual abuse 
' of children. 

Oscar Ronald Cross, 56, was given fixed 
life sentences, plus 52,000 fines, on each of 
two counts of fdony lewd and lascivious con* 
dua for twice having intcrcouise with a IS- 
year-old girl 

Gooding County District Judge Barry 
Wood p| ^ gave Cross a 10-ycar sentence and 
S^OOO fine on one count of sexual abuse of a 
child under 16; and 10 years and a 52,000 
fine on one count of sexual abuse of a child 
under 17. The charges were for an inddent 
in which Cross forced the girl to have sex 
with a 17-year-old Nevada bc^- 

The sentences will run together. 

“He will spend the rest of his life in 
prison," said Idaho Deputy Attorney General 
L LaMont Anderson. “He won't even get a 
parole hearing" Anderson was co-prosecutor 
on the case wth Gooding County Prosecutor 
Philip Brown. 

Cross’s attorney, George Essma, said no 
decision had been made on whether to 
appeal the decision. 

A fixed life sentence requires prosecutors 
prove a higher standard of danger to the 
community, and Wood ruled that they had, 
Anderson said. 

Anderson said Wood told Cross at the 
hearing that Cross was “‘dangerous as 
hell.’ Md I a^ee. Cross denies that any- 
thing transpired between him and the 
girl."

BROWNSVILLE, Texas '- An Idaho 
man has been sentenced to life in prison 
after pleading guilty to capital murder in

Jon Reese Sheperd, who was sentenced 
Monday in state district court, shot James 
Chelsey and David Wood du^ a robbery 
attempt Aug. 2 at a Broivnsville apartment 
complex. 

Qhelsey, 44, a math teacher at Lopez ifigh 
School, was shot once in the back and once in 
the head Wood 36, a fourth-grade teacher at 
Del Castillo Elementary, diM 11 days after 
the shooting from a gunshot wound to the 
head. 

According to his confession, Sheperd 
had fled Twin Falls after tying up his 
mother and her boyfriend iviih dua tape 
and stealing a rifle, a handgun and a car.

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Meeting steers from truck loads to railroad loads

TWIN FALLS - A Twin Falls 
company’s proposal to increase 
commercial truck weights 
between Interstate 84 and 
Nevada came to a screeching 
halt at a Monday meeting. 

Instead, discussion steered 
toward whether Twin Falls or 
- - Wells, Nev., is a bener place for 
trucks to transfer their loads to 
rad. 

The Union Pacific Railroad 
opposed Wells. 

The Idaho Transportation 
Department scheduled the 


meeting to take comment on a 
request by . Transition 
international, Inc. to allow 
trucks to carry 129,000 pounds 
gross weight. Under law, the 
maximum is 105,500 pounds and 
the Legislature must approve 
any change. 

At the beginning of the meet- 
ing, however, Transition presi- 
dent Kim Beames withdrew the 

weight request. However, the_ 

company will continue its main 
plan to establish what’s called 
an intcrmodal center at Wells, 
where freight would' be loaded 
from trucks onto trains. 

The plan had included a site 


near Twin Falls where truck 
loads would be increased for the 
trip to Wells, said Beames, 
whose company arranges trans- 
portation for shippers. 

A state task force had recom- 
mended the Legislature consid- 
er intcrmodal demonstration 
projects, said Glenda Fuller 
with the ITD in Boise. Such pro- 
jects could include increasing 
_truck.weights_ along jEecific_ 
routes. 

Transition began work on its 
plan more than one year ago at- 
request of people shipping 
freight, Beames said. A Wells 
loading site would decrease 


shipping time to markets. 

"There are markets potato 
. growers can’t get to because it’s 
too expensive," he said. "The 
support is here. ... We’re not 
backing down.” 

The company did back away 
from heavier truck loads, an 
idea that has concerned the 
Idaho Transportation Board 
because it would put heavier 
_trucks on bridges andjiighways. 

"We withdrew because the 
railroad asked us to,” Beames 
said. 

“That may very well be," 
replied Union Pacific special 
representative Charlie Clark of 


Boise. “We have been opposed 
to higher weights forever and 
ever. It amounts to a subsidy to 
our chief competitor.” 

The trucking industry seeks 
-bigger payloads without paying 
increased fees for infrastruc- 
ture, he said. 

Union Pacific also opposed a 
Wells loading site because it 
doesn't make economic sense, 
Clark told the group. 

" “Why do we want to send 
Idaho products to Wells, Nev., 
' when we can handle them in the 
state?” Clark said. The railroad 
already has a fledgling loading 
site at Nampa. 


Union Pacific would look 
more favorably at a new Twin 
Falls loading center, Clark said. 
Between 600 to 1,000 loads are 
moved at the existing ramp in 
. the Old Towne area. 

There is a renewed interest' 
in a new train-loading site off 
Kimberly Road, said Dave 
McAlindin, Twin Falls City 
economic development direc- 
tor. 'With urban-renewal 
improvemenrplans, the city - 
hopes to move out the rail 
ramp. 

A new loading site also will 
attract new businesses, he 
added.

The fairgrounds fencing pro- 
ject is progressing but the fair 
• board is wrestling with the 
question of where to put fences 
- along the property line, or 
first in interior areas of the 
fairgrounds? 

Board member Jack Webster 
said he bad received “some neg- 
ative reaction to the idea of 
fencing the fairgrounds. And 
others criticized the idea of gate 
fees at the fair." 

“The fence is not so much to 
keep people out as to protect 
- those people, animals and male- 
rials inside,” board member 
Jack Hyder said. “It is for secu- 
rity purposes to protect animals 
and people inside the fence. 
We’ve had steers, horses, bulls, 
*you name it’ loose. Stray dogs 
come into the fair to get the 
food scraps that people drop." 

“We need to know how many 
people come to the fair,” he 
said. “And the fence is only one 
part of a whole fairgrounds 
rejuvenation project that 
includes lawns, fencing, side- 
walks, signs, and paving.” 

Dave Barton, Jerome County 
Extendon educator, said, “The 
bo^ needs to stress to the pub- 
lic that any gate receipts would

be used to pay for paving, side- 
walks, lawns, buildings and 
other fairgrounds improve- 
ments. If it is presented in the 
right li^t and the people feel 
they arc getting their $2 worth 
they will support the idea." 

“However," he said, “a fence 
and gate fee may change the 
pattern of attendance atithe 
fair. Those people who come to 
the fair just to cat a burger for 
lunch may not come.” 

Rick Hartley suMcsted that 
exhibitors and 4-H leaders - 
those putting on the fair - may 
not like to pay a gate fee. 

“The fair board needs to 
check around to see how other 
fairs handle that problem," he 
said. 

Fair Manager Rob Lundgren 
said, “The survival of the fair 
may depend on charging a gate 
fee. We will have to be sure 
there is plenty of free entertain- 
ment, like the open mike, and 
free stage, and an improved 
fairgrounds. Then people will 
feel they are getting their 
money’s worth.” 

In ocher Jerome fair business 
Monday: 

* Limdgrcn is applying to the 
Idaho Department of Parks and 
Recreation for a grant to install 
recreation-vehicle hookups 


the fairgrounds. The fair- 
grounds often has recreational- 
vehicle conventions held there, 
and at fair time many of the 
concessionaires need recre- 
ational-vehicle parking. 

• Lundgren said the fair 
board may reinherit the old can- 
ning kitchen. 

"If and when the county 
commissioners turn the 
kitchen back to the fair board, 
we will need to do some 
repairs to the building and the 
floor, then see about getting 
some rent money or other use 
out of it,” he said. 

• Lundgren reported on the 
fair office remodeling. Tlie car- 
pet is in, the computer table 
looks good, and electrical 
wiring, air conditioning and 
paneling still need to be 
installed. 

• The city’s water bill for the. 
fairgrounds next summer proba- 
bly will be around $500 per 
month, Lundgren estimated. He 
suggested that staff dig out the 
ditch at the back of the fair- 
grounds and make a pond for 
canal water, then pump that 
water out and sprinkle the fair- 
grounds' lawns. 

• Bartpn told the board, “In. 
order to have a successful 
dairy heifer sale at the' fair 
there needs to be a good edu- 
cation program to go along 
with it. You don't want a dairy 
heifer sale just to have a dairy 
heifer sale." 

He said he “talked to the 4-H 
leaders about the program and 
plans to talk to them again in 
January.

Burley resident Bobbie Stark, 
65, wants to leam computer skills 
so she can come out of retire- 
ment. This week she took her 
first class at the senior center.

Victims identified; investigation begins into Boise crash

BOISE (AP) — A federal inves- 
tigator Tuesday began examining 
the wreckage of a World War n- 
eia cargo plane that cartwheeled 
into a ball of flame seconds after 
taking off from the dty airport. 

The crash at 6d)3 p.m. Monday 
killed both people aboard, 
believed to be the plane’s pilot 
and copilot 

Using identification the men 
were carrying; the Ada County 
coroner’s office said the victims 
were Robert Mcllvain, 60, of 
Brush Prairie, Wash., and Archie 
Hutriison, S7, of Franklin, Ark. 
Deputy Coroner Doug Tucker 
said the Federal Aviation 
Administration had indicated 
Mcllvain was the pilot 

The twin<n^e Douglas DC-3 
had just taken off frDm,thc Boise 
Municipal Airport’s south run- 
way, bound for Salt Lake City, 
whm the crew declared an emer- 
gency and tried to land. The crash 
occurred about a mile from the 
runway, sout^ast of the airport 

“As the tmver related to our 
officer, the plane experienced 
the fire os it was taking off. The 
pilot called and said he needed to 
return," said Woody Cummings, 
Federal Aviation Administration 
duty officer. 

"The tower said, *Of course,’ 
and gave them a runway. They 
didn’t moke it back and landed 
about a mile from the runway." 

Operated by Desert Air 
Transport of Salt Lake City, the 
- plane was carrying various cargo 
. for several shippers including 
Emery Worldwide, an interna- 
tional freight oimpany. 

The plane was the largest to 


crash in Boise in at least 40 years, 
airport director John Anderson 
said. 

The wreckage, hidden by 30- 
foot that burned for more 

than an hour after the crash, was 
a chaiT^ hulk of fuselage on the 
windswept sagebrush Tuesday. 

' Steve McCreary, a National 
Transportation Safety Board 
investigator from pottle, said 
there was no initial indication of 
why crash occurred, but there 

was no evidence of an in-flight 
breakup. He said he doubted the 
plane carried either a cockpit 
voice recorder or flight data 
recorder. 

Both crewmen were “moder- 
ately high-dme pilots,” cadi with 
approximately 8,000 to 10,000 
hours of experience, McCreary- 
The full invesQgadon will take at 
least six months, he said, but a 
prdiminaiy report will be issued 
sometime next week 

The plane narrowly missed 
Mike Hollingsworth, 41, as he 
was driving home westbound on 
GowenRo^ 

He watched the DC-3 take off 
and struggle to gain altitude. 


“At first, I thought he'. was 
going to come through my wind- 
shield," HoUingswotth said. “He 
took off ri^t at me and banked 
south. His right-side engine was 
on fire. His right wing went in 
and be flipped completdy over.” 

It also Inrely missed two huge 
white fuel r anlc< near the road. 

John Anderson, a Salt Lake 
City attorney and member of 
Desert Air Transport’s board of 
directors, said the DC-3 built in 
1944 was the company’s only 
plane. It made daily runs from 
Salt Lake City to Boise each 
morning and back to Salt Lake 
Gty oaefa evening. 

The line’s imite carried it over 
Twin Falls and the h^c Valley, 
and aviation buffs in this area 
bad noted the passage of the 
twin-engine plane on several . 


Anderson said Desert Air 
Transport was a stan-up compa- 
ny that got its Federal Aviation 


Administration operating author- 
ity about six months ago. It had 
been in the process of buying a 
second DC-3 and restoring a 
thiid.

California authorities 
capture Z Idaho escapees 


SANTA ROSA, Calif. (AP) — 
Two escapees from Idaho's maxi- 
mum-security prison — - one a 
murderer and the other an 
armed robber wanted for murder 
— were in custody today after 
being apprehended in northern 
California. 

Authorities said Joey 
Schneider, 32, and Michael Allen 
Wachholtz, 34, were captured 
Monday ni^t at a residence of a 
woman in the Sonoma County 
community of Rio Nido. 

The Sonoma County Sheriffs 
office said their was a brief strug- 
gle before the pair was subdued 
• at the home of Candl Lee AUain. 
Wachholtz fonnerly lived in near- 
by Gucnicville. 

Schneider and Wachholtz 
escaped on Nov. 29 by cutting 
throu^ a prison window, some- 
how evading an outside motion 
detector and then cutting 
through two wire fences. They 
apparently stole a truck scvenil 
miles north of the prison, aban- 
doning it later in Baker City, 
Ore., and stealing another.“ 

“We knew he was from 
Guerneville, and we were on 
alert that'they might be in or 
coming to our area," Sheriffs Lt. 
Mike Brown said. 

Deputies spotted the stolen 
truck and arrested Allain,'who 
was driving it. She was booked 
for invesdgadon of possession 'of 
a stolen property and resisting 
arrest. 

Then deputies went to her 
home, where they found 
Wacl^oltz and Schneider. 

Schneider was serving a life 
sentence without possibility of 
parole for the 1992 murder of 
Louric Weber in Lewiston. 
Wachholtz had just begun serv- 
ing a minimum 33 years for rob- 
bing a Moscow Safeway store of 
$109 in October 199S and then 
assaulting an officer during an 
attempted jail break while he 
was awaiting trial. 

He is also wanted in Sonoma 
County for the August 1995 rob-. 


bery, kidnapping and murder of 
electrician Jack Lee Brant of 
Fullerton. Warrants for armed 
robbery are also pending against 
him in Spokane County, Wash., 
and the dty of San Frandsco. 

Schneider pleaded guilty to 
first-degree murde> in the Weber 
slaying in a deal with prosecutors 
to avoid the-death penalty. His 
cousin, Raymond, was convicted 
of second-degree murder and 
sentenced to a minimum 25 years 
for his role in Weber’s sexual 
assault and beating death. 

Schneider was at large for sev- 
eral days before being recap- 
tured when he escaped from the 
state prison in Orofino while his 
appeal of his life sentence was 
pending three years ago. 

Prison spokesman Mark 
Carnopis said authorities got a 
break in the escape when the 
pair apparently robbed a home in 
Lakeview, Ore., near the Oregon- 
California border, convincing 
investigators that they were 
headed to California. 

Schneider will rriosi likely be 
sent . back to Idaho, but 
Wachholtz might first face 
charges in Sonoma County, 
Brown said. 

An internal review committee 
. recommended security improve- 
ments at the prison, which were 
begun this week. It found that 
prison officials followed proper 
procedures but may have relied 
too much on the building's seem- 
ty construction and the motion 
detection system. As a result, 
inmates may have been allowed 
too much movement.

You don’t cut off the bot- 
tom of a Christmas tree to get it 
level: you cut off at least an in^ 
to fresh, white, moist wood that s 
ready to take up water. Then 
you’ve got to ^ve it water irithin 
20 minutes. Some tree experts 
say you’ve got all of 30 minutes, 
but Daddy always said if you’re 
not 15 minutes early, you’re late. 

After that 20 to 30 time zone, 
the tree closes off the capillaries 
at the cut and can’t drink.

Decorating a Christinas tree 
is not a matter of simply slap- 
ping up the pine or fir and hel- 
ter-skelter covering it with all 
the lights and ornaments you’ve 
collected over the years. Do it 
this tvay and — voila. A mess. 

There is a science to decorat- 
ing a Christmas tree. Now, we 
don’t want to get so involved 
with getting it just-so that all 
the fun suddenly disappears. 
But do it right and the results 
_ will be aU that much better. 

According to’ Christmas types 
afKurt S. Adler Inc., a major 
supplier of holiday decorative 
accessories and collectibles, the 
place to Stan is with the H^ts. 

For ^rce covered with all 
sorts of ornaments, steady-burn- 
ing miniature lights (available 
in strings of 35, M and 100) are 
. the best choice. For the best 
results, use 300 lights for a 4 
1/2-foot tree, 400-500 lights for a 
6 1/2-foot tree, and 500-600 
lights for a 7 1/2-fooi tree. 

Warning, warning: To.hclp 
avoid the most shocking of cir- 
cumstances, do not attach more 
than six SO-Ught sets back-to- 
back into any one outlet. 

With an artificial tree, start 
- applying lights on the bottom 
section first. Each section 


should be decorated with ligliis 
independently so that the tree 
can be stored from year to year 
with the lights attached. Saves 
time, you know. 

No matter the tree, each 
branch should be decorated 
with lights working from the 
center of the tree to the tip of 
each branch. 

Garlands come next. Hang 
the garland level by Im-cl from 
the base to the top of the tree. 

thing to .remember is that 
the garland should remain bal- 
anced from level to level for the 
best look. 

Ah. Now for the omarnems — 
the really fun part. 

Open all the boxes first so 
that you can sec all the orna- 
ments you have. Then, after 
you’ve looked everything over, 
select two or three of your 
favorites that you will use as 
focal points of interest on your 
tree. 

Place the focal ornaments at 
eye levcUri the very from of the 
tree. Then, (olloft- up with the 
rest of your ornaments. 

For ornaments, balance is the 
key. To help assure a balanced 
look (so that you don’t get too 
many of a single style of orna- 
ment in one place), work with 
one group of similar omamcnis 
at a time, spreading them in a 
balanced manner across the 


tree. 

And don’t decorate just the 
outside of the tree. To give a 
sense of depth, hang ornaments 
from the trunk out to the tips of 
the branches. 

A problem with artificial 
trees is that in some cases they 
don't have enough space 
beneath them to tuck gifts. One 


way to solve the problem, once 
you have the tree in its holder, 
is to stand it on a sturdy box 
that will elevate it several more 
inches off the floor, creating the 
gift space you’re after. Do this 
before you decorate the tree, or 
you could have a true calamity 
on your hands. Believe 1t. We 
know.

(J: You had written about chang- 
ing furnace blower speeds by 
adjuring the diametcis of the belt 
pulleys. Mine has a belt drive. Is 
there a table of recommended pul- 
ley she settings available? • D. W. 

A: There really is no recom- 
mended size table to use. The actu- 
al blower speed depends on the 
speed of the motor and the rela- 
tive diameters of the blower and 
motor pulleys, not just the actual 
sizes of the pulleys. 

If you want to know the exact 
speed or air flow, you will have to 
have a heating contractor check it,, 
To speed it up a little yourself, adjust 
the motor pulley diaipcter bigger 
and the blower puUcy analler.

For most folks, the holiday sea- 
son is Itickcd off by decking the 
halls indoors and out with a glit- 
tery array of electrical decorations. 

But the very objects — light . 
strings, animated ornaments and 
figures — that brighten the season 
can darken the festivities wth the 
threat of acd^ntal fire or injury 
if used improperly. • 

So che^ out the following tips 
from Underwriters Laboratories 
Inc, an independent prodiict safe- 
ty testing organization: 

If purchasing live or cut trees, 
wreathes or branches, check the 
needles to be sure they aren’t 
brown and don’t break easily. If 
the greenery isn't fresh, it poses a 
fire risk. At home, keep your tree 
in a base filled with water. 

If you're using artificial trees or 
\vrcathes, buy tliose that are flame 
retardant. It should say on the 
package il the branches of your 
artificial tree or greens have been

treated with flame^rctardant mate- 
rial. And remember, liglit strings

“The eyes arc the srindows to 
the soul” may sound like a lofty 
or poetic expression, but your 
pet's d^or relies heavily on the 
examinarion of your pet's eyes to 
determine if there is disease, 
cither in the eye or within the 
entire body. 

Parallels arc frequently drawn 
between a camera and the eye 
because of the similarities in 
structure and function such as 
focusing powers (lens), variable 
aperture (pupil) and ability to 
record light signals (retina). 
Failure in any part of this system 
can result in a pet who bumps 
into objects (especially when 
taken out of the familiar home 
environment), squints, rubs its 
face, has copious amounts of ocu- 
lar discharge or has redness or 
swelling to the tissue surround- 
ing the eyes. 

• CatantCTS. Cataracts, a lead- 
ing cause of blindness in dogs, 
ore defined as any opacity of the 
lens or the capsule that sur- 
rounds the lens. Cataracts may 
occur in cither young or old pets, 
purebred or mongrels, in one eye 
or both eyes. 

They cause visual impairment 
by inhibiting the focusing of light

on the retina. Common caups 
include trauma, inflammation 
and metabolic diseases such as 
diabetes, heredity and senility. . 

• Nuclear sclerosis is a normal 
aging change that occurs in all, 
domesdc animals and, while not 
a true cataract, results in a 
bluish-gray haze in the center of 
the lens. Most cataracts can suc- 
cessfully be removed surgically 
by a veterinary ophthalmolo^st, 
and vision is restored following 
the procedure. 

- • Glaucoma. The eye has its 
own circulatory system, with 
nuid being produced in one area 
and removed from another area. 
When problems arise affecting 
the flow or drainage of this fluid, 
the pressure vvithin the eye ele- 
vates, resulting in glaucoma. 

Pets affected with this condi- 
tion experience pain, tearing, 
redness of conjunctiva, stvelltng 
of the eye and a dilated pupil. 
Like cataracts, glaucoma can be 
inherited or be the result of a ^c- 
ondary disease. The condition 
occurs in more than 40 breeds 
and most commonly affect basset 
hounds, Samoyeds and cocker 
spaniels.

Depending on.thc cause and 
duration, glaucoma can be treat- 
ed medically or surgically. 

• Keratoconjunctivitis sicca. 
Keratoconjunctivitis sicca, or dry 
eye, is a common problem in dogs 
caused by a deficiency in tear 
production. Tears maintain the 
health of the cornea. 

Typically seen in older dogs 
due to senility, pets with this con- 
dition have a excessive mucoid 
discharge and increased blii^ng 
and squinting. The conventional 
approach to management of KCS 
consists of frequent topical appli- 
cations of medications such as 
artificial tear replacement solu- 
tions. Recently KCS therapy has 
been radically altered by the 
introduction of topical agent, 
cyclosporin. Topical cyclosporin, 
used once or twice daily, can 
stimulate tear production and 
alleviate signs of the disease.

It’s easy enough, though, to 
duplicate how the Victorians 
actually decorated — without 
spending a lot of money.

Feng Shui has mystical, practical sides

If moTtng j-our bed or puning 
up a folding screen could change 
vour life luck, would jou do 
11 ? Even if j^ou didn't believe in 
such things, would >-ou conadcr 
relocating the couch or ch^ in 
%-our home if it did something as 
down-to-earth as improving traf- 
fic fiow? 

Such questions arc being po^ 
increasingly by interior design 
professionals. And they arc 


including Feng Shui — an 
ancient Chinese philosophy — 
with their advice to clients. 

Trudy t^Tiiie operates her own 
interior design firm in Southern 
California under the name 
International Interior Design. 
She became interested in feng 
shui when she lived in Asia — 
Japan, Thailand and Taiwan — 
for 10 years. 

White says Westerners practic- 
ing feng shui in the United States 
arc dealing with the more pracn- 
cal applications. “If you really 


come to understand feitg shni.-^ 
she saysj “you can compare a 
home to the human body. 
Everything enters through 
mouth, that's the fram door. The 
kitchen would be the stomach, 
and so on. You wouldn't want to

Most people prefer a mix of the 
Yin and Yang qualities, Bray 
explained. For example, a Yin 
room with dim lights, black fumi- 
nire and a low ceiling might be 
improved by brighter lights and 
warmer pastel colors. A Yang 
room with high ceilings, large 
windows and angular furniture 
could be balanced with soft, 
upholstered furniture, rounded 
window treatments and dark, 
rich colors. The comfort rado of 
Yin to Yang. Bray noted, depends 
ulrimaiely on individual prefer- 
ences. 

Row of Chi 

In Feng Shui philosophy, ei-cry 
object has its own cncrgjt', or Qi'i 
(pronounced “chec”). Bray said 
‘ Ch'i needs to flow frt^y throu^ 
a home or workplace. Ch'i 
enhancers, she said, are mirrors, 
lighting, crystals, soundmakers 
(windchimes, bells, musical 
instruments), living things 
(plants, flowers, animals), objects 
of nature (rocks, shells, potpour- 
ri), water features (fountains. 
pq nds. birdbaths), wind da n cers 
(mobiles, flags, wcathervanes) 
and on (paintings, sculptures, 
textiles). 

Windows should be not be 
blocked, Bray said. Bushes 
should be trimmed from 
entrances, and passageways 
simuld be open and free of clut- 
ter. To keep energy from drain- 
ing away, Bray advised, keep toi- 
let lids dosed and cover tdevi- 
sion screens when they ore off. 

“A lot of mirrors ore used in 
Feng Shui, and the bigger the 
better.” Bray told her class. 
"Don't have mirrors that arc 
dou^. You need to sec yourself 
clearly so your subconsdous can 
register yourself dearly _ Don’t 
have mirrors that cut you off. 
You should be able to sec at least 
aE of your head and shoulders." 

Bray noted that mirrors arc a 
strong enhancer, of Ch'i, so ihe>* 
are not recommtmded for a bed- 


Balance of elements 

In Fiaig Shui, the five building 
blocks of the environment are 
wood, fire, earth, mcial and 
water. Bray told her class that a 
representation of each of these 
elements in a room will help it 
have a more balanced atmos- 
phere and will enhance the flow 
of Ch'L 

Each clement, she explained, 
can be represented by a color or 
a shape, as well as the aaual cle- 


un fiunimre, paneling, plants and 


flowers, floral prints on uphol- 
stery or tvallpapcr, landscape or 
garden paintings, column shapes 
— a tree trunk — of beams or 
stripes and colors of green and 
blue. 

Fire can be added with light- 
ing, fireplaces, candles, art that 
depicts sunshine, light or fire, 
pets and wildlife and things ■ 
p<nr(«» from animals, such as fur, 
leather, bones, feaihers and wool 
Fire al^ includes the shapes of 
triangles, pj^amids or cones and 
the red spectrum of colors. 

The earth clement is found in 
adobe, brick, tile, ceramics, 
square shapes, rectangles, long 
and flat surfaces, yellows and 
earth tone colors and art of 
deserts, fields and other c^hy 
landscapes. 

Metal is stainless steel, copper, 
brass, iron, silver, aluminum and 
gold,' but also includes all rocks, 
such as marble, granite, crystals 
and gemstones. ^Ictal's colors are 
white and light pastels and its 
shapes are the circle, oval and 
arch. 

^Vatcr is represented bj- pools, 
fountains and reflective sur fag^ , 
suich as cut crystal, glass and mir- 
rors. Its shape is flowing, free- 
form and as>Tnmetrical shapes. 
Its colors arc black and dark 
tones, such as charcoal gray and 
midnight blue. 

Bray said a pleasing entry to a 
home might indude a die floor, a 
wooden ^le, a candle in a silver 
holder and a mirror. 

Baguamap 

In the practice of Feng Shui, 
homes, workplaces and cron indi- 
vidual rooms arc divided into 
nine sections that correspond to a 
person's life. Bray explained that 
this division is drawn out is what 
is called the Bogua map. She said 
people can make positive 
changes in spedfic pans of their 
lives by increasing the Ch'i in tlu 
corresponding parts of their 
homes or tvorkplaixs. 

Oriented by the front entrance, 
the Bagu reap sa>*s the center 
square is the heart, where the 
main clanent is eanh. Bray said 
this a good place to have canh 
tones and yellow. 

The entrance at the front cen- 
ter is the career area, whose ele- 
ment is water. Black or dark 
tones go well here. Good decor 
here might be a picture of a 
waterfall, an aquarium, a mirror 
and career ss-m^ls. 

Continuing around the Bagua 
map, Braj' said the front left area 
is the knowledge and sclf-culdva- 
tion section, perhaps a good 
place for books shelves, a photo 
of mountains, or tbin^ colored 
black, blue and green. 

The center Wt area is health 
and family. Good additions here 
are frmh flowcis, healthy plants, 
athletic awards, family pho- 
' tographs or bcirloonis and things

A party machine 

He does, however, have a serious message

Richard Simmons rolled up to 
an interview at the Detroit Free 
Press in a black stretch limo with 
big yellow lights, emerging in a 
sequined, hot pink tank top and 
his signature short-shortf 
Never mind that the tempera- 
ture outside was only 40. 

Tlie wild man who brought the 
world Deal-a-Meal and “Sweatin’ 
to the Oldies” is a freight train of 
fun. ready to tell anyone who’ll 
listen about his new book, 
“Farewell to Fat” (GT 
Publishing, S19.95). 

. In person, as on TV and video, 
Simmons is a perpetual party — 
a whirling blur of fuzzy hair and 
weli-toncd flesh. He shouts, 
vvaves, hugs, mugs, kisses, laughs, 

• twirls, dances, hoists people up 
by their leg^ and regularly 
breaks into song. 

“You have to sing — music is 
part of cooking, and cooking to 
me is loooove,” he coos, then 
yells: “Hi! C’moooon in! Put 
oooon the sweats! We’re gonna 
make a chopped salad!" 

For 25 minutes, Simmons is the 
quintessential Energizer Bunny, 
dancing around the test kitchen, 
never letting up on his his shriek, 
which he calls “aerobic-culinary- 
vaudeville.” 

“I’m from New Orleans, born 
in the French Quarter, and 
everything’s fried — and thjt’s 
how I basically ate. As a matter 
of fact, there’s a funeral home, 
and when you die, they deep-fry 
you.” 

As he assembles his salad, he 
offers snapshots of his life: 

“My mother taught me how to 
chop vegetables because instead 
of a therapist, she would get the 
knife out and just chop." 

He’s just turned 48: “July 12 — 
I’m a Cancer with chocolate ris- 
ing.” , ^ 

He weighed 200 pounds when 
he was 8 years bid, 268 pounds 
when he graduated from high 
school. 

“And.thcn someone left a note 
on my car, and it just simply said; 
’Dear Richard: You’re very _ 
funny, but fat' people die young ’’ 
— please don’t die.’ ” 

After that, he starved himself, 
losing 137 pounds in 2 1/2 
months. Tlte lack of protein and 
ocher essential nutrients caused 
his hair to fall out at age 19. 

“So this is all a hair trans- 
plant,” ho says, inches from my 
face, pushing back his curly brow 
to reveal a scalp dotted with rows 
of hair plugs. 

Simmons — who frequently 
■ kibbitzes on late-night TV with 
Lcctcrman and Leno — has been 
proselytizing health and fitness 
for a quarter-century^ “I opened 


~ the first salad 
bar, called 
Ruffage, in 
Beverly Hills 
25 years ago. 
And before 
that, there 
were no salad 
bars.” 

Five years 
later, he 
opened the 
Richard Simmons restaurant/fit- 
ness center 
Anatomy Asylum, now called 
summons, which he still operates 
in Beverly Hills. He did a four- 
year stint in the ’70s as a fimess 
instructor on the soap opera 
“General Hospital,” had bit parts 
qn several other TV shows, vvrote 
numerous books, starred in more 
than a dozen videos and has used 
his irreverent sense of humor 
over the years to help heav7 peo- 
ple — several so large they were 
totally housebound — lighten up. 

Simmons just dropped some 
weight liimseif. ‘Tve been drink- 
ing just pure water for 60 days 
and lost 14 pounds. Not by chang- 
ing breakfast, lunch or dinner — 
just by removing all the diet 
sodas, all the designer teas. 
People think they’re hungry, but 
usually they’re just thirsty.” 

And forget about those oddbaU 
diets — all-protein, aU-carbos, aU- 
anything Simmons warns: “I just 
read one, so strange: breakfast at 
11, lunch at 1:30. People can’t 
Uve in that kind of a world.” 

Then he shrieks: “What a tvon- 
derful, wonderful world it would 
be!" 

Simmons .hopes his new book 
wiU get people back into cooking: 
“I go to hi^ schools, colleges — 
nobody knows anything about 
food anymore. It’s aU takeout. It’s 
really sick. And then the cook- 
■ books that come out are so con- 
fusing, and there are so many' 
ingredients chat you have to go 
and have a secret word. You 
leave to go (he whispers) hakuna 
macata." 

“Farewell to Fat” contains 
no “Lion King" lingo such as 
that. Just 60 straightfonvard, 

' American.-siyle recipes that 
arc low in'calorics and fat, 
easy to follow and fun to read 
because of Simmons’ off-the- 
wall quips. 

Simmons preaches portion con- 
trol, dearly outlined at the top of 
oa^ redM. “People moke some- 
thing and they eat it all: ’Hi “ 
I’m one person and I just ate for 
four — I ate for the Waltons.”’ 

He continues: “I know people 
who get dressing on tlic side and 
start with good intentions. Then 
when they’re done with the 
salad, they start dipping bread in 
the dressing."

TWIN FALLS - The dry’s golf course 
is in bad shape and golfers may have to 
dig deeper into their wallets next spring 
to fix it up. 

For the second time in three years, 
the Twin Falls City Council will dedde 
whether to substantially raise fees at 
the Municipal Golf Course on 
Grandview Drive. 

A public hearing is scheduled for 6 
p.m. Monday at the officer training 
room at the dty police department, 356 
Third Ave. E. At that meeting, the City 
Council can approve or reject the 
increase proposal, modify it or table it 
for future ^scussion. 

The city's golf advisory board has 
requested the hike after determining
